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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application claims benefit of the foreign application: 
UNITED KINGDOM 0316910.9 with a filing date 07/18/2003. 

2. Amendment of claims 1 -2, 4, 1 4, 1 7and 20, cancellation of claims 1 1 -1 3, 1 5-1 6 
and 18, addition of claim 21 in the amendment filed on January 22, 2009 is 
acknowledged. Claims 1-10 and 14, 17 and 19-21 are pending in the application. No 
new matter has been found. Since the newly added claim 21 is commensurate with the 
scope of the invention, claims 1-10 and 14, 17 and 19-21 are prosecuted in the case. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The rejection of claim 14, 17 and 19-20 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph has 

been overcome in the amendment or arguments filed on January 22, 2009. Since 
claims 13, 15-16 and 18 have been canceled, the rejection of claims 13, 15-16 and 18 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph has been obviated herein. 

4. Since the instant variable R1 -R3 do not represents H or hydroxyl, therefore the 
instant compounds of formula (I) are distinct from Tsai's compounds, the rejection of 
claims 1-10 and 14, 17 and 19-20 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) over Tsai's '0924 has been 
overcome in the amendment filed on January 22, 2009. Since claims 13, 15-16 and 18 
have been canceled, the rejection of claims 13, 15-16 and 18 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
has been obviated herein. 

5. Claims 1-10 and 14, 17 and 19-21 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious 
over the art of record, and therefore are allowable. A suggestion for modification of 
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above reference to obtain the instant compounds and their methods of use has not 
been found. Claims 1-10 and 14, 17 and 19-21 are allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
